Dead Stars. 
Like the sand of the sea, tho stars of 
heaven, says Sir John Lubbock, have 
ever been us*xl as effective symbols of 
number, and the improvements in our 
method Of observation have added fresh 
force to our original impressions. 
We now know that our earth is but a 
fraction of one out of at least To,OHO,OOO 
worlds. But this is not all. 
In addition 
to the luminous heavenly Im shes, we 
cannot doubt that there are countless 
others, invisible to us from their greater 
distance, smaller size, or feebler I;gilt; 
indeed, we know that tiler** ure many 
dark bodies which now emit no light, or 
comparatively little. 
Thus iii the case 
of Proeyon, the existence of an invisible 
body is proved by the movement of the 
visible star. 
Again I may rifer to the 
curious phenomena presented bv Algol, a 
bright star iii the head of Medusa. 
This 
star shines without change for two days; 
then in three hours aud a half, dwindles 
from a star of the second to one of th** 
fourth magnitude; and then, in another 
three and a half Ii*airs, reassumes it* 
original brilliancy. 
These changes seem 
to indicate the presence of nil opaque 
liody which intercepts at regular inter­ 
vals a part of the light emitted by Algol. 
Thus the floor of heaven is not only 
“ thick inlaid with pat inca of bright 
gold,” but studded also w ith extinct stars 
—once probably as brilliant as our own 
sun, but now dead and cold. as Helm­ 
holtz tells us that our sun itse lf w ill Is 
some seventeen millions of years helio.

The Improvement in Human Health. 
In result of a somewhat large ac­ 
quaintance with the facts held to indi­ 
cate the state and progress of “ human

ergy recently devoted to the conserva­ 
tion of ileal til, or the inordinate and 
lalKirklin, means taken to avoid disease 
and death. 
It may% doubtless, liejxissi- 
ble to raise humanity to the level of one 
of those scientific toys which approxi­ 
mate jioriietual motion, but expend 
their whole force in moving themselves. 
Whether longevity purcliased at tile price 
of passing a lifetime in running away 
from death would be worth having, I 
must leave to be determined bv the 
judgment of those who set a va^ie on 
our so-called sanitary progress, which 
I, for one, fail to recognize. 
I think men were happier and better, 
Before the persuit 
yearning for longevity 
U*came a craze, almost amounting to 
madness. 
What to eat, drink 
and 
many circumstances, beside the nature 
of food, which exert an influence on the 
process of digestion. First and foremost 
among these is the quantity of food 
taken ; for the efficient performancebe 
healthy digestion the stomach should "of 
fairly lilied, but not distended.

The time which has elapsed 
since th** lost meal was taken should, for 
the effectual performance of digestion, 
Ik* sufficient to insure the stomach being 
quite clear of food. 
The amount of ex­ 
ercise take n previous and subsequent to 
tin* meal is not without its influence; 
gentle exorcise tieing favorable and 
over-exertion 
injurious to digestion. 
Then there is the state of mind, tran­ 
quillity of temper being apparently es­ 
sential to quick and easy digestion. In 
addition may lie mentioned the state 
of bodily health and the state of the 
weather.
